ON TRANS-ATLANTIC FLIGHT

42-Ton Flying Boat, 21 Aboard, Covers 2800 
Miles From Baltimore to Horta

(AP).—The 42-ton American flying 
boat Yankee Clipper, carryMmg the 
largest number of persons ever to 
fly the Atlantic in a heavier-than- 
air machine, glided smoothly to a 
landing here at 11:06 a. m. (7:06 
St. Lonis time) today, completing 
the first leg of a trans-oceanic 
flight from Baltimore. 

The 74-passenger flying : liner, 
with 21 crewmen and technicians 
aboard, completed the 2800-mile leg 
of its maiden ocean flight nearly 
half an hour ahead of schedule, 
making the trip in 17 hours and 
32 minutes, at an average speed of 
165 miles an hour. The ship had

WASHINGTON, March 27 (AP). 


—The Supreme Court sustained to- 


day the conviction of Gerrit W. 
Clason of Elkhart, Ind., on a charge 
of violating the Indiana Dead Ani- 
mal Disposal Act by transporting 
a dead horse across the State line 
into Illinois. Justice McReynolds 
delivered the opinion that upheld 
the conviction and $25 fine. 

Counsel for Clason admitted the 
act was constitutional but contended 
it was invalid as applied to trans- 
portation into another state.

WASHINGTON, March 27 (AP). 
—By a bi-partisan vote, the House 
directed its Appropriations Com- 
mittee today to make a “thorough 
investigation” of the WPA, 


Speaker Bankhead announced the 
inguiry had been ordered by a vote 
of 352 to 27. 

The investigation resolution, by 
Representative Cox (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, requires no further action of 
the Senate or President to make 
it effective. It was supported by 
Democratic Leader Rayburn, who 
said he was convinced the inquiry 
“reflect credit on the ad- 
ministration of the WPA.” 

Cox assured the House it would 
not be a “political investigation” 
and that there would be “no at- 
tempt to whitewash anybody or 
anything.” 

G. O. P. Leader Backs Inquiry. 

Representative Martin of Massa- 
chusetts, the Republican leader, 
also supported the inquiry with the 
declaration that “the American peo- 
ple demand that this agency be 
conducted in a fair and impartial 
manner.” 

Martin said political activities in 
the WPA “were an outstanding is- 
sue in my congressional district 
last election.” 

He charged that his election op- 
ponent was “picked by the high 
command here in Washington,” and

“were obliged to sign pledge cards 
indorsing my opponent.” 

The resolution does not stipulate 
what fields the Appropriations 
Committee shall study. It requests 
the committee to submit a report 
to the House during the present

ROME, March 27 (AP).—Italy 
watched Paris today for the next 
move concerning Fascist demands 
for French territorial concessions. 

Italians started agitating last No- 
vember for their “rights” in Africa 
and until those rights are recog- 


nized, Premier Mussolini declared 
yesterday, Italy will take no initia- 
tive in making secure a long peace 
which he said Europe needed. 

Mussolini said Italian-French 
problems were “colonial” and con- 
cerned Tunisia, French North Afri- 
can protectorate; Djibouti, French 
Somaliland port and terminus of the 
railroad from Italian Ethiopia, and 
the Suez Canal. 

There was no mention in Musso- 
lini’s address, on the twentieth an- 
niversary of the formation of Fas 
cist Combat Squads, of Corsica, 
French Mediterranean Island De- 
partment, or Nice or Savoy, parts of 
Continental France. The three 
have een mentioned unofficially 
since November in a campaign for 
Italy’s “natural aspirations.” 

Mussolini’s bristling discoutse to 
his old armed followers seemed to 
serve two purposes: 

It enabled diplomats to dash off 
hopeful dispatches to their Govern- 
ments, noting the absence of any 
threats of immediate hostilities or 
territorial claims, and it sent Mus- 
solini’s former comrades-in-arms 
back to their homes believing that 
their leader was still a vigorous 
fighting man.

WASHINGTON, March 27 (AP). 
—The Supreme Court approved part 
of President Roosevelt's reciprocal 
tax recommendations to Congress 
today by holding that a state can 
tax the income of an employe of 
a Federal agency and that the Fed- 
eral Government can tax the in- 
come of a state employe. 

The decision, on attempts by New 
York and Utah to tax the income 
of Federal employes, was described 
by Government attorneys as “one

Eight Trapped in Plane. 

The eight killed were trapped in 
the plane, that burst into flames. 

The ship smashed into the ground 
just west of the municipal airport 
boundary lights about 3 a. m, It 
just had taken off into a north wind 
when it sent a message: “Turn on 
lights. Returning to field.” 

The left motor was found, 20 
yards from the wreckage. The left 
wing was torn off. Part of the 
cabin was shorn away. 

The pilot and co-pilot were thrown 
from the wreckage. The two pas- 
‘sengers who escaped alive pulled off 
their safety belts and struggled 
from the plane just as it caught 
fire. 

The bodies of the victims were 
slumped in the forward part of the 
ship. The hostess, Miss Louise Zarr, 
25 years old, Dallas, was at her 
post. 

Her body and those of the seven 
other victims were pulled from the 
smoldering plane more than an 
hour after it crashed. The ship 
was bound from Chicago to Dal- 
las. 
First Passenger Fatalities. 

The crash was the first one fatal 
to a passenger in the airline's his- 
tory. Six company employes were 
killed Dec. 23, 1936, in a test flight 
at Dalias. 

Two of the victims, Ben Coplon 
and Barney G. Grossman, brothers- 
in-law, were on their way to the 
bedside of Coplon's wife, Ida, in a 
Houston (Tex.) hospital. Coplon 
lived at Chicago, Grossman at Au- 
rora, Ill. 

Others killed were R. T. Bate, 
Denver; Mrs. Georgia Sheldon of 
Omaha; Ferim Cairo, Mexico City; 
Mrs. E. Hinckley, Port Isabel, Tex. 
and Miss Joan Allan, Evanston, Il. 

Charlies Beard, vice-president in 
charge of traffic for Braniff, said 
the handling of the plane by Seaton 
and Wallace was “undoubtedly re- 
sponsible for saving the lives of 
two of the passengers.” 

Seaton has 7500 flying hours to 
his credit. He began service with 
Braniff in 1931. He was born in 
Latham, Mo., in 1907, and is mar-

Mussolinni’s strong tone was dis- 
counted partly in political quarters 
as being necessary in addressing 
veterans of his Fascist combat 
squads. Some diplomats, however, 
said: they had been led to expect a 
more moderate speech. 

Reply to Hitler. 

Four hours after the speech the 
Government made public Chancellor 
Hitler’s message of Saturday say- 
ing that Germans stand shoulder 
to shoulder with Italians “in de- 
fense against all hateful and incom- 
prehensible attempts to restrict the 
justified will for living of our two 
people and to shake the peace of 
the world.” 

“I thank you for your message 
and telegram which you sent me on 
the celebration of the first 20 years 
of Fascism. 

“A new conception of life joins 
our two revolutionary movements, 
destined to crack the reactionary 
and conservative positions of the old 
world and to eliminate, at the same 
time, the dangers of Bolshevist 
ideology. 

“That will hapyen for the good of 
our two peoples and for peaceful 
development—on new foundations— 
of European civilization.”

“Common-Sense Demands” by 
Italy, Germany Says. 
BERLIN, March 27 (AP).— 
Deutsche Diplomatisch-Politische 
Korrespondenz, German Foreign 
Office semi-official mouthpiece, 
declared today that “it will be dif- 
ficult” for France to remain un- 
yielding to Premier Mussolini's 

“common-sense” demands. 

In comment on yesterday’s ad- 
dress by the Italian Premier the 
organ said: 

“Il Duce gave France a chance 
to clean the slate-.in its relations 
with Italy in a fair manner cor- 
responding to the rights and inter- 
ests of the new empire. 

“It will be difficult for France 
to remain unyielding towards such 
common-sense demands or even to 
make them a matter of any kind 
of political trading.” 

The “tasks and functions of the 
axis have not changed,” the organ 
said, It declared that in the past 
other Powers had divided the world 
among themselves and said Ger- 
many and Italy have given the 
world to understand that “they 
likewise want to live, and live in- 
dependent from the good will and 
graces of other empires.” 

What is expected of the other 
empires, it continued, is that they 
“give up thought of making light 
of the vital interests of others.”

WOMEN IN POLAND 


EXHORTED TO FIGHT 


LIKE MEN IF NEEDED 


Pilsudski’s Widow Tells Them 
to Be Ready to Go to 
| Battlefield. 


WARSAW, March 27 (AP)—~A 
plea to Polish women to prepare 
themselves to replace men gn the 


battlefield if necessary has been 
made by Mme. Alexandra Pilsudski, 
widow of Poland’s first Marshal, 
Joseph Pilsudski, in a letter to the 
“Women’s Preparation for Military 
Defense” organization. The asso- 
ciaton held a meeting yesterday in 
Warsaw. 

In her letter Mme. Pilsudski said: 
“Should war break out it would not 
be sufficeint that women replace 
men in the auxiliary military serv- 
ice. They must prepare themselves 
to replace men on the battlefield 
until a complete victory is won.” 

The message was acclaimed by 
yotng Girl Scouts and white-haired 
women who fought for Polish inde- 
pendence. 

Reports of a growing spirit of de- 
fiant patriotism came from Poz- 
nan, where 10,000 farmers met and 
resolved: “We shall fight to the last 
drop of blood against anyone at- 
tacking the interests or the honor 
of the Polish nation.” 


CZECHO-SLOVAKS IN U. S. 


Mussolini’s speech yesterday was 
far from specific on what he wants 
in Africa, and hopes for reconcilia- 
tion were somewhat modified by 
French fears that Mussolini later 
would ask what Daladier’s Govern- 
ment has said would not be grant- 
ed: 

1. Territorial concessions. 

2. Rights in Tunisia, French 
North African protectorate, be- 
yond those granted to Italy in 
the 1935 treaty. 


Tunisia, Djibouti, Suez. 

Mussolini declared that in the de- 
nunciation of the 1935 treaty. “Ital- 
ian problems with France were 
clearly set forth, problems of a 
colonial character. 

“These problems have a@ name,” 
he said. “They are called Tu- 
nisia, Djibouti and the Suez Canal.” 

Unofficial contact between Italy 
and France, it has been said, al- 
ready has shown that France was 
ready to consider free port priv- 
ileges for Italians at Djibouti, cap- 
ital of French Somaliland on the 
guif of Aden and terminus of a 
railway from Ethiopia, and a great- 
er share in control of the Suez 
Canal. 

Thus, unless Italy demanded ter- 
ritory or wished to go-.a great dis- 
tance beyond the 1935 provisions 
regarding Italian rights in Tunisia, 
France was likely to go far in try- 
ing to meet Mussolini’s wishes. 

Paul Baudouin, director of the 
Bank of Indo-China, was said to 
have discussed Djibouti and Suez 
concessions with Italian officials 
at Rome last month. More re- 
cently Hubert Lagardelle, a French 
friend of Mussolini came from 
Rome for the reported purpose of 
talking with French authorities. 

The Cabinet met today to approve 
Daladier’s plan for replying to Mus- 
solini, as well as to consider new 
decree laws. 

Five decrees increasing the en- 
listed strength of the navy and 
otherwise bolstering France’s de- 
fense forces were presented to Pres- 
ident Lebrun for his signature at 
the meeting. It was expected they 
would become effective tomorrow 
with publication in the official jour- 
nal. No estimate was made on the 
numerical increase of naval man- 
power. 


Press Comment on Speech. 


Only a part of the extreme press 
urged Daladier to open immediate 
negotiations with Mussolini. Some 
newspapers urged him to wait until 
the Italians had put their demands 
in more concise form. 

“Italy is the asker,” commented 
Wladimor d’Ormesson in the con- 
servative Le Figaro, “There is a 
French Ambassador in Rome. If 
Italy wants to know what the 
French Government thinks let her 
take the normal way of finding 
out.” 

One thing that baffled many writ- 
ers was Mussolini’s statement’ that 
the Dec. 17 note of denunciation 
clearly established Italy’s demands. 
According to Foreign Minister 
Georges Bonnet that note gave no 
indication of what Italy wanted 
but said that the 1935 accord did 
not give enough. 

Henri de Kerillis, writing in 
L’Epoque, said Mussolini’s speech 
was like Reichsfuehrer Hitler’s 
speeches just before the September 
crisis over Czecho-Slovakia. 

“The only answer we can make 
is ‘No’ for we cannot negotiate un- 


der threats with a nation which

OLAND BRITAIN REJECTS PROPOSAL 
TO BOYCOTT GERMAN TRADE 


Also Opposes Attempt to Apply League of 
Nation’s Penalties With American 
Co-operation. 


LONDON, March 27 (AP).—The 
British Government today rejected 
suggestions of an economic boycott 
against Germany or attempts to 
apply League of Nations penalties 
“with American co-operation” to 
halt German territorial expansion. 

Richard Austen Butler, pariia- 


mentary Under-Secretary for For- 
eign Affairs, told the House of 
Commons that Britain was not con- 
sidering the possibility of a boyco‘t. 

He also said that Foreign Secre- 
tary Viscount Halifax was “unable 
to consider” steps which opposition 
Laborite Morgan Price suggested 
should be taken “with American 
co-operation to apply economic 
sanctions against future disturbers 
of peace in Europe.” 

In View of Friendly Reply. 

Price made the suggestion “in 
view of the friendly reply received 
from the American Government in- 
dicating willingness to co-operate 
in the economic activities of the 
League.” His reference was to a 
United States note to the League 
secretary Feb. 22 promising greater 
collaboration with the League's 
technical and non-political activi- 
ties. 

Butler indicated that the United 
States collaboration in non-political 
work seemed to exclude economic 
penalties. 

Replying to further questions, 
Butler said Britain had expressed 
to the Lithuanian Government its 
“sympathy in the situation in which 
the Lithuanian Government has 
been placed” by the return of Me- 
mel to Germany. 

Denies Rumania Is Lost. 

Prime Minister Chamberlain, 
meanwhile, told the House that 
Rumania “has not signed away her 
economic independence” in its new 
trade treaty with Germany. _ 

He said that Rumania still Was 
anxious that plans for sending of 
a British trade mission to Bucha- 
rest should be carried out and 
added, “That, of course, is our in- 
tention.” 

He side-stepped a question by 
Conservative Vyvyan Adams on 
“whether it was the long-ranye 
objective of His Majesty's Govern- 
ment to restore independence to 
that part of Czecho-Slovakia which 
survived the Munich agreement.” 

Chamberlain pointed out that he 
already had branded German ab- 
sorption of Czecho-Slovakia as “de- 
void of any legality” and added, “I 
am not prepared to add to this 
statement.” 

To Await Developments. 

Answering a question by Adams 
on Rumania’s status under the 


trade treaty with Germany, Cham- 
berlain said that “We must await 
developments” before coming to a 
conclusion, 

“The Rumanian Government has 
informed the British Government 
that the agreement contains no po- 
litical clause and Rumania has not 
signed away its economic independ- 
ence,” the Prime Minister said. 

He said the Bucharest Govern- 
ment had informed Britain that 
the accord “is directed against no 
third party.” 

In this, it was believed, Cham- 
berlain was referring to the Brit- 
ish Trade Mission to Rumania 
which Oliver Stanley, president of 
the Board of Trade, announced 
just a week ago would be sent to 
Bucharest. The mission has not 
gone but Chamberlain was believed 
to have indicated that its purpose 
had ndt been threatened by Ru- 
mania’s prior commitment to Ger- 
many. 

Discrepancy Not Explained. 

Rumania, Chamberlain said, in- 
formed Britain of trade negotia- 
tions with Germany began Feb. 22 
“and proceeded along normal lines 
until an agreement was signed.” 

The Prime Minister did not ex- 
plain the apparent discrepancy be- 
tween this statement and informa- 
tion the British Government was 
reported to have received March 17 
that Germany had addressed a vir- 
tual economic ultimatum to King 
Carol’s country. 

Chamberlain faced an increas- 
ingly impatient House of Commons 
with new grounds for disillusion- 
ment in his hope of a general Eu- 
ropean settlement and without hav- 
ing united the big and little Euro- 
pean Powers who fear Adolf Hitler. 

Chamberlain was asz;ed whether 
he did not feel that he should now 
“get into touch with Herr Hitler 
to try to obtain” the Fuehrer’s 
“personal explanation” of the crush- 
ing of Czecho-Slovakia. 

“T do not think any useful pur- 
pose would be served by so doing,” 
the Prime Minister answered.

PHILADELPHIA, March 27.- 
Government is pursuing a strange 
taxing philosophy at a time of 
great national unemployment” by 
offering, in effect, a substantia! 
bonus to employers to discontinue 
marginal employes, Walter D. 
Fuller, president of the Curtis Pub- 
lishing Cc. said in his annual re- 
port to stockholders made public 


today. 

This is a result of the operation 
of social security and other of the 
new taxes, said Fuller, who as & 
member of the Social Security Ad- 
visory Council has opposed increas- 
ing costs of social security. 

“Taxes which are paid by the 
employer for the benefit of the em- 
ploye, but which the employe never 
sees, such as social security taxes, 
workmen's compensation taxes and 
ao on, raise definite social prob-| 
lems,” he said, “As they are oper- 
ating, they have ill effects for both 
employer and employes... Con- 
cerns can obtain a bonus of from 
$100 to $200 a person, in addition 
to the wages saved- annually, by 
cutting marginal employes off the 
payrolis.” 

Social security taxes of the Cur- 
tis company for 1938 amounted to 
$396,510, which Fuller said was 39 
per cent of the company’s total 1938 
tax bill, compared with social se- 
curity taxes of $295,256 in 1937, or 
about 18 per cent of the total. The 
total tax bill of the company for 
1938, the report shows, was $1,017,- 
904, compared with $1,660,463 the 
previous year 

“The reduction in taxes during 
1938 is not due to any decrease in 
basic rates of taxation, but merely 
to the smaller profits of this year,” 
the report said. “Actually, the tax 
cost per dollar of profits is much 
higher than in 1937, because taxes 
are only partially influenced by 
profits. Many taxes do not reflect 
lessened ability to meet tax pay- 
ments when profits are small. 
Taxes per dollar of earnings in 
1937 were 40 cents, while in 1938 


they were 79 cents. In 1929 they'g 


were 14 cents. |

WASHINGTON, March 27 (AP). 
—-The Federal Power Commission 
gaid yesterday that electrical rates 
of publicly owned utilities were 
generally lower than those of pri- 
vate utilities. 

In a report on a survey made in 
18,689 communities as of January, 
1937, the commission said private 
utilities rates were 31 per cent high- 
er than public rates for a 25-kilo- 
watt unit in cities of more than 
50,000 population. 

In cities between 10,000 and 5,- 
000, the private rate for the same 
unit was 11 per cent higher, the 
commission said. Communities be- 
tween 2500 and 10,000 population 
had private rates averaging 6 per)? 
cent above public rates. 

In two smaller groups, however, | 
private rates were lower, the com- | 
mission said. The 1000-5000 popu- 
lation communities had _ private 
rates averaging 4 per cent lower 
and in the 250-1000 population com- 
munities the private rate was 5 per 
cent lower.

Admits Wrapping Infant Sop in 
Blanket, Leaving Him in "rush 
Heap Near St. Clair, Mo. 

A 22-year-old unmarried mother 
was held in jail at Unior, Mo., to- 
day after her infant son, born

Why He Would Not Go to War. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch:

Its most sweeping provision reads: “Labor organ- 
izations may not in any way interfere with manufac- 
turing, harvesting or commerce.” Enforcement of 
such a decree would obviously put organized labor in 
a strait jacket. Yet means for enforcement of the en- 
tire law are provided by repeal of all contrary laws 


For a speech so extensively ballyhooed in advance, 
and delivered at a time when the Fascist Powers are 
riding high, Mussolini's address of yesterday was re- 
markably mild. There was, of course, the usual blus- 
ter about the will to fight, the ignominy of peace, the 
glories of force, but such expressions are part of 
the oratorical furniture whenever Il Duce speaks.

Thus far, Hitler and Mussolini 
have demanded and have taken 
only what they could obtain with- 
out war.

The underlying fear of war has 
been the controlling factor in all the 
nations; it is the one thing which 
has preserved the peace. No gov- 
ernment knows what would happen 
f it tried to take its people into a 
general war; no government has be- 
lieved that its people would fight 
for any length of time outside their 
own frontiers; every government, 
the dictatorships perhaps most of 
all. has realized that in a general 
war it is the soldiers and not the 
politicians who will take command; 
it is the masses with guns in their 
hands, rather than the party bosses 
and the propagandists and the po- 
lice, who will rule the nation. 

These are the ultimate considera- 
tions which have thus far confined 
the aggression to aggression against 
the weak. Though the great prizes 
of aggression can be had only by 
challenging the great Powers, 
though the little nations are in 
themselves of little permanent or 
substantial value to the conquerors, 
thus far the aggressors have been 
careful to march down those roads 
only where they could be certain 
of meeting no opposition.

The whole experience of the 
League and of all the diplomatic 
coalitions arranged in the succes- 
sive crises since Japan seized Man- 
churia in 1931 shows that modern 
nations will net, and probably can- 
not, fight against nations of equal 
size unless they are directly at- 
tacked on their own frontiers. 
Though the threat of war is still 
an instrument of diplomacy, war it- 
self has become such a stupendous 
calamity that all nations will avoid 
it except possibly when they are 
so directly attacked that they have 


no choice. 


Under these convictions, Europe 
is involved in a desperate struggle 
which remains indecisive because 
no state has actually been willing 
to attack,if the attack meant war, 
or to resist if resistance meant 
war. In this struggle, which has 
been waged actively for nearly 
three years, the balance of power 
has shifted somewhat from one 
side to the other. 

But it has never shifted decis- 
ively to one side or the other. The 


totalitarian states have won poli-| 


tical victories and acquired spec- 
tacular prestige. But they are nearer 
than they ever were to the ex- 
haustion of their reserves. The de- 
mocracies have en repeatedly 
defeated and humiliated, but their 
capacity to. resist, provided they 
are directly attacked, has been sub- 


stantially reinforced. 


The immediate question is 
whether the dictators have reached 
the point when they think they 
must, when they think they can, 
challenge the democracies directly 
on some issue which is directly 
and manifestly vital to them. 

It may be that this question will 
not be answered until later in the 
year, until Hitler has had time to 
incorporate in his military machine 
the booty he has just captured by 
occupying Prague and the booty he 
is presumably seeking out of Ru- 
mania. It may be that even then 
he will not risk the frontal chal- 
lenge to Great Britain and France. 

But until that challenge is deliv- 
ered, the European situation will 
remain a struggle of diplomatic at- 
trition, like, the trench warfare of 
1915 to 1916. The tension will re- 
main acute. But the decision which 
ends it will still have been avoided 
and postponed. There will be nei- 
ther peace nor war but this des- 
iperate struggie which is just short 
of war.

NOVELTY SHOP IN RURAL ARKANSAS 


WOMEN AT WORK IN THE NOVELTY SHOP 


While Men Folks Plow Fields, Wom- 
en and Girls Are Busily Engaged in 
Dyess Colony's Newest Develop- 
ment in Co-Operative Endeavor.

OSCEOLA. Ark., March 27. 

T is plowing time and planting 
| time in Arkansas now and the 

homesteaders of Dyess Colony 
are happy as they plow and plant, 
for the autumn harvest to conie, 
fruitage of their spring and sum- 
mer toil, will bring them one miie- 
post nearer their goal, homes and 
security. 

While the men are out in the 
spring sunshine turning the rich 
soil that was timberland and swamp 
before they came, women and girls 
are busy in their workshop at the 
colony center deftly turning into 
novelties the waste raw products 
of land and water—the acorns that 
fell last fall from the oak trees, 
corn husks and cotton bolls and 
mussel shells from Tyronza Creek. 

The novelty shop, where 60 
women. and girls and a few young 
men are employed, is the colony’s 
newest development in co-operative 
endeavor in a project that is dedi- 
cated to the high purposes of self- 
help through helpfulness to others. 
In rooms with windows open to the 
sunlight and spring breezes, they 
toil happily with nimbly flying 
fingers for the piecework ‘race 
that they earn and the profits taat 
they will share when their own 
harvest comes at the end of the 
year. 

Out over the country go the 
quaint and curious products of 
their skill, carrying the name cf 
Dyess wherever they go, preaching 
the gospel of co-operation and 
reclamation, telling the story of 


‘the salvage that is being accom- 


plished, of the land and its prod- 
ucts, and the people who, with 
Government aid, are working out 
their own salvation here. 

All of these things—the plowing 
and planting, the building of homes 
and churches, the 


miracle that 
wrought in a weary 
Government that 
welfare its concern. 
Five years ago the 16,000 acres 
that compose what is now called 
Dyess Colony was a swampy wil- 
derness that private enterprise had 
not takcn the trouble to subdue. 
The soil was rich from frequent 
inundations but, lacking drainage, 
unfit for cultivation. Besides it 
Was covered with a heavy second 
growth of trees which had sprung 
up after the removal in earlier days 
of the valuable timber. 
s a * 


OW the land, purchased by the 

Government at $2.50 an acre, has 

been redeemed. Twelve thousand 
acres have been cleared and 
brought under cultivation, Ninety 
miles of drainage ditches have been 
dug as a project of the Emergency 
Relief Administration and are be- 
ing deepened and banked in the 
light of lessons learned in the 1936 
flood. Sixty miles of gravel roads 
have been constructed, Attractive 
homes have been built and are oc- 
cupied by 378 families, with 300 
holding deeds and well on their 
way toward paying for the houses 
and lands that they have purchased 
on a long time payment plan. 

The clearing has been done 
partly by the farmers themselves 
and partly by laborers employed by. 
the Dyess Corporation. The 
farmers were paid day wages at 
first, but are now given credit on 
their farm loans for their labor and 
are continuing the clearing while 
cultivating the acres that have been 
cleared. 

The timber taken in clearing the 
land was used, to the extent that 
it was suitable, in the construc- 
tion of the houses and barns. 

The original plan was for 500 
farm units of 20, 30 and 40 acres, 
but experience has shown that 20- 
acre farms are too small to support 
families which average a little less 
than six persons each, and now

most of these small places have 
been eliminated by doubling them 
into 40-acre farms and there are 
few remaining with an acreage of 
less than 30. It is expected that 
eventually there will be 450 units. 
Houses which had been erected on 
20-acre plots that have been elim- 
inated by consolidating them with 
adjoining plots will be moved to 
other locations as clearing pro- 
gresses. 

From every county in Arkansas 
have come the families, all white, 
selected by relief agencies, At the 
beginning, many found themselves 
not satisfied or were found by the 
authorities poorly fitted for the 
new way of life offered them. For 
their testing they were on proba- 
tion for one year, free to leave at 
the end of that time or subject to 
removal at the discretion of the 
authorities. The only condition 
was that out of the year’s crop the 
tenant was required to pay a rea- 
sonable rental and reimburse the 
administration for the year’s “fur- 
nish.” In practice it was found that 
some who did not remain were un- 
able or unwilling to clear them- 


selves of debt. 
. 
T wes to steadily improve the 
quality of the colonists, since 
the best remained and greater care 
was exercised in admitting replace- 
ments. As a result there are few 
removals now. Nearly all the fam- 
ilies are definitely enlisted in the 
fight for homes of their own, 
security, better living conditions 
and greater happiness than they 
have heretofore known. 

Back of every trim home is a 
barn which is better than the 
shacks that sharecroppers’ call 
home, to shelter the man’s mules 
and the milk cow which every fam- 
ily is encouraged to own, a hog 
pen and a chicken house. Colonists 
are not required to have hogs and 
chickens or even a cow, because 
they are allowed the greatest meas- 
ure of freedom consistent with the 
best interests of the community, 
but they are helped to do so. There 
are 319 brood sows in the colony 
pens this spring to provide next 
winter’s meat. 

Seed potatoes are something of 
a problem for thrifty gardeners, 
for they cost $2.85 and $2.90 for a 
100-pound sack, but for the colony 
gardeners 3000 pounds were bought

year’s end to year’s end. 

The co-operative store was the 
answer to the sharecroppers’ anx- 
ious questioning. The colonists’ 
credit is good at the store. Twice 
a month a credit book is issued to 
each family. ‘The colonists, with 
a talent for devising odd names for 
the things that are peculiar to their 
little world, call them “doodle 
books.” They are good only in the 
colony store and the entries for 
food and clothing and other supplies 
is to be paid when the crops are 
gathered and sold, with 5 per cent 
interest. Payment of the 5 per 
cent is a point of pride rather than 
a penalty because it adds to the 
colonist’s feeling that he is paying 
his way according to the rules of 
good business. Besides it is a small 
payment compared to the interest 
that he used to pay, in one form 
or another, on the landlord’s “fur- 
nish.” 

There is one form of co-opera- 
tion which, having served its pur-
